S for the Pamphlet, tiled Mr. Rober: Rich his ſecond 
A Letter from Barbadees, &c. which 1s licenced and di- 

valged by Robert Bacon : It ſavours altogether of Mal- 
lice, Boaſting, and Railing, and is filled with Oftentations, 
Lyes, and Slanders, againſt the People called Lakers; and 
the Folly, Confuſion, and Ranteriſm therein is ſo obvious, that 
every impartial Reader may eaſily ſee it, and the ſpirit trom 
whence it came; and therefore we fhall need to ſay the leſs 
to it, but ſo much as to manifeſt this Charge true againſt the ſaid 
Pamphlet, and the ſpirit that gave it forth, or that owns, or 
ſpreads it; as alſo to clear the Truth profeſſed by the ſaid peo- 
ple, called 2nakers. 

The Envy'and Out-rage of this R. Rich and R. Bacon, a- 
gainſt the ſaid People, is of late broken forth, on the occaſion 
of thirty Pounds, ſent them by R. Rich, as its ſaid in com- 
mon with their Brethren (viz. other {ix Churches) as they are 
fallly termed by them, they being Papiſts, Epiſcopals, Presbite- 
rians, Indevendents, Anabaptiſts, and (to which he adds) the 
Church of the Firſt-born [intending [wch as (lie ſaith) have no viſeble 
Charch or People] pag. 8.and the Ont-caſts from among the People, 
called Quakers, which in plainneſs are Ranters, and ſuch like 
among whom he numbred the ,Z»akeys ſo called, for a Share in 
his vaporing donation, ſo much talked, ſEribled, and trumpet- 
ted about by the ſaid R. Rich, and his Agent R. Bacon, which 
in that the Pwuakers, ſo catled, could not gratifhe a Whimlical, 
Ranting ſpirit, nor blemith their Reputation, by eating and 
drinking with the Drufiken. or partaking with Ranters, and 
ſuch like, of a Cains Sacrifice, a Balacked Reward, and a 
7:das*s oblation, in their not accepting of R. Rich his thirty 
pounds (or thirty pieces) to diſpoſe of as he ordered, but only 
ſome two or three, admitted of the payment of the money to 
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them(pro tempore) till they could have an oppertuniy to return it 
back to the ſaid R. Kich again, not at al! intending to lie un- 
der ſuch a Blemiſh, as to. pertake and diſpoſe (among the 
DBuakers ) of ſuch a ſuperſtitious and idolatrous Giir, proceed- 
ing trom a ranting boaſting ſpiric (as 1s the ſpirit of R Rich 
and K..

not received by any of them (tor they denied both him and his Gitr) 
F.B. turther explaining himſelf Þ as R. R. is made to hay 
down, what he ſaid in that caſe ] namely, That they never re- 
ceived it (the thirty pounds) from him to that end and purpoſe, 
b:t xpon this very ground only, that the Money-was ſent, tobe returned 
him. Thus tar K&.R. his own accempr of the caſe; now, that 
not any of the Poor among us had it, nor did any of us receive it, 
dut to retnrn it to him again is true and evident, albeit, he 
unjuſtly hath imputed Decert and 'Falhood to the ſaid People in 
this matter.

For anſwer to which, and for the clcaring of the Truth, In- 
necency; and Honeſty of our Intertions in this matter, from 
R. R. tis vnjuſt and impudent Imputarion ci Prevarication. De- 
ceit, and Falllood ; We vo ccnicientioully, and in the Sight 
ot God, teltifie ag«iv: him berein, a+ bavirg injurioully x 
ſed us and cus Intenticr:s, for w- did conhider of it before we 
received it, only to receive 1t tor that end, as to return the ſame 
Money backagaintokim, and to prevent ary others {rem re- 
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ceiving tt under the Name or Colour of 2uaters, thereby to 
ſcandalize us., for then R. R. might have boaſted herein, 
baving boaſted already upom al ye and falſe Ground, as 
believing we would diſpufe of it according ro his Order, 
( _— our Poor ) which we never intended, neither did we 
need ir. 

For, Firſt, in receiving his thirty pounds, we bad no in- 
tent at all as to diſpoſe of it, to the Poor among us; but 
to return it to Robere Rich again, as we could have 'opper- 
runity. : 

Secondly, it was never ſaid by us (as he accuſeth us) That we 
received this Money to beſtow among the Poor. 

Thirdly, We could not decline any Ingagement therein, when

Adulterers before ſuch as ſtand with the Son in, his Teſtimony, it 
_— thou haſt a great deal of reſpe& to Whoremongers and 
Adulterers, thy ſpirit having moſt afhniry with ſuch,as will fur- 
ther appear. X 

Again, notwithſtanding thou haſt ſo finally and cruelly 
ſentenced and threatned us, as before thou giveſt us theſe Exhor- 
tations, viz, 

R. R. 'Go humble your ſelves under the mighty bard of God, that in 
due time be. may exalt you into the number of that N ame unto which every 
knee muſt bow, p.25. And to look to the Root that leads us either to do wr 
ſuffer, and earneſtly to pray and ſeek for the beft and oſt excellent Love 
and Charity,&c, | 
 . Anſw, Here its again obvious, how thou haſt contradicted 
thy ſelf;and thy confifion and contradiction runs thus,viz, You 
luciferian People, for whom is reſerved the blackneſs of dark- 
neſs for ever, who muſt be cut down,and fall with Hamm, Saul, 

and Herod in the pit ; go you and humble your ſelves rhac Go4 
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in due time may exalt.you into the number of the Elec, look 
you to the root that leads you to do or ſuffer, and earneſtly pray, 
&c. Do but ſee the canfulion and madneſs of this R. R. and 
how like a mad Bedla m he hath acted his part, one while birter- 
ly exclaiming againſt us, and judging us go the pit, and for the 
blackneſs of darkneſs for ever, another while bids us humble 
dur ſelves,and pray that God may exalt us, as if now there were 
hopes for us, when at other times he will not own there 1s any 
h ope for us, .thus he hath bewrayed his own madneſs and folly, 
th _ his envy and outrage. 

And now ( Robert) can Lucifer, Hammon, Saul, and Herod, 
look to the root to lead them, or they that} are chained. in 
darkneſs fot ever,when thou ſayeſt Chriſt, the root bids them de- 
part,and yet thou ſayeſt we muſt look to the root that leads us, 
&c.1s this R.R. and R.Bs, Retorick from their higher diſpenſati- 
on ? Judge Reader. 

And now as to R.-R. his dearly ſaluting and owning the Out- 
caſts from the People called 2xakers, as bis brother Benjamin, 
Bone of hu bone ,and fleſh of his fleſh, &'c. p. 8. 

Anſw. $uch as are Out-caſts from amongſt us are ſuch as have 
caſt themſelves out, by turning from the living Truth and Pow- 
erof God, to wit, ſuch asturn into prejudice and enmity, and 
ſuch as turn intocorrupt Principles, tending to a falſe libert 
in the fleſh, out of the fear of God: and contrary to the Trut 
received, and ſo into a ſpiritand principle of ranteriſm (ſuch 
as R..R, himſelf is turned into) and ſuch as turn into looſneſs, 
liberty, and ſcandalous praiſes, to the diſhonour and reproach 
of Truth ; theſe and ſuch like are the OQut-caſts that are denied 


by us, and are no Members of our Body, no Bone of our Bone, - 


nor Fleſh of our Fleſh, how nearly ſoever they be related to 
R. R. and ſuch as he, as Members of that corrupt body , for 
they are none of the true Church of God,as falſly he terms them : 
So the whole body of Ranters, Envious perſons, Seedſmen of 


Strife, Drunkards, and Whoremongers, our reffiony ſtands 


againſt, and over their heads what ever they have profeſled, &c. 
So we leave R. R. to the body which he is related, whoſe Mem- 
bers are of the firſt birth of death, being twice dead and pluckr 


up by the roots. hs

Again, R.R. tells us of ſuch, As are redeemed out of the evil of 
all Setts, Kinareas,and People, who have no viſible Church, &c. (and 
to ſuch he would have r 2 diſtribution of his thirty pounds) 
who are under any Selt or ſort of People whatſoever, p.7, 8. 

Reply, Whar' groſs abſurdity and contradiQtions are here ! 
Are they redeemed out of the evil of all Sets, and yet under all 
Secs and ſorts of People? This is of not only contradiction, 
but exactly the Ranters Principle, who make no difference be- - 
tween the many Sorts and Sets of People, deeming them all 
the Church without diſtin&ion; and how doth ke reckon, that in 
joyning, Toaread ard fear the Lord,to watch and keep tothe Light, to 

e 4 hard impolition, as p. 22, 

Its hard to the dark ranting ſpirit, but eaſie to them that are 
under Chriſt's Yoak, for his darkneſs cannot endure the Light, 
nor his vain mind the Fear of God ; And how doth he ſay the 
Redeemed have no vilible Church or People to ſhelter under, 
when in. contradiction he tells of the Inhabitants of Mount 
Sion, the numbers of One hundred forty four Thouſands, p. 22. 
And that ſuch a People there are in this preſent World, even as 
he is, in Heaven, p.25. Aud ſurely ſuch will not own 

. R. with his money, nor any ſuch Ranters who deem it a 
hard impoſition to fear the Lord watch and keep to the Light, 
ſo it appears he and his Fellow-members neither fear God nor 
watch, nor walk in the Light : But in his confulion he forgets 
himſelf, for 1n p.8. tells us of owning all that fear God and love 
Righteouſneſs , *and thus over and over he contradicts himſelf. 

And whereas he accuſeth . B. (how true is a Queltion) of 
ſaying, Rich, rhou art a Whoremonger, haſt an Adulterons Whore - 
mongers Spirit, &c. at which he ſeems greatly offended, ma- 
king chiefly theſe exceptions, that it is a Judgment without 
knowledge, or other proofs, and that Chriſt Jeſus refuſed to 
meddle with the Magiſtrates works, bidding us read 7ohz 8. 3. 
and Luke 12.13. 

To which we ſay, R. R. has not in his anſwer clexred him- 
ſelf of theſe things, which he takes as laid to his charge, bur 
rather hath rendred himſelf ſuſpicious, ar leaſt, in that he would 
not have us to judge Whoremongers becauſe it is the Magiltrates 


work, as he faith, as alſo by his inſtance in that of fohns8. 3: 
which 
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*which is concerning the woman which was taken in Adultery,and 
whether he doth really own that there is any ſuch thing or ati - 
on as Adwttery-in, it. ſelf(any more then his brethren the Ranters) 
isa Queſtion ; beſides, R. R. renders himſelf the more ſuſpi- . 
cious in the matter aforeſaid, that'a little after the prefereth 

carnal Whoremongers & Adulterers before us,as thoſe thatſhall 
ſooner find Mercy : Its no marvel he hath ſo much pleaded for 
Whoremongers, -and ſuch as are of whoreiſh ſpirits, when 
he hath ſer himſelf ſo ſhameleſly to rail at and reproach the In- 
nocent : So he isto be left to his own body, which heis a mem- 
ber of (as before) who are of adulterous, unclean, rating 
ſpirits, whom God will judge. 

And when as this Rich, after he has vented forth his moſt bit- 
ter ſtorm of railing (and threatning vs with rending, fearing, . 
and devouring by the King of the Bottomleſs Pit) be moſt wic- 
kedly and ſcorn fully adds theſe words, p. 20.viz. Which. thing 
tell G, F. that Foxyour King,&c. 

To which we ſay, That as this Rich hath threatned us with 
"being torn and devoured, no doubt but the Devil, and he 
would have it come to paſs (with his envy and venom he hath 
ſhewed 1n this, as all People may ſee ) and thereupon he 
appeareth as the Devils Agent, as one in a murderous 
bl oodethirſty ſpirit, .as 1f he would inſtigate the outward 
Powers or Rulers to rend, tear, and devour us, like the 
murderous Blood-thirſty - fews , and Perſecutors, againſt 
Chriſt, who when their Accuſation againſthim, of being a 
Blaſphemer, would not take, to put him to death unjuſtly, made 
this his Accuſation, that he made himſelf a King, viz. 
The King of the Jews, and that he was an Enemy to Ceſar, upon 
which he was cruelly put to death,notwithſtanding he had plain- 
ly given them account of his clearneſs of that matter, telling 
them, 2y Kingaem 14 not of this World ,, and likweiſe we anſwer on 
the behalf of G. F. that he, with the reſt of the faithful Servants 
of Chriſt among us, have ſuch reverence to Chriſt, and reſpeR 
to his example, as aſſo ſuch an innocent ſubje&tion to the Pow- 
ers] that are ordained of God, that a worldly Kingdom they 
ſeek not, neither 1s that our delign to ſeek, howbeit, as G, F. 
and the relt of the faithful Followers of Chriſt among us have 


known 
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known Redemtion in him, they are anointed and made by 
Chriſt Kings and Prieſts, not after a carnal commandment, - 
but in the Power of an endleſs Life are made to raign over dark- 
neſs, envy, and wickedneſs, and ovea both the old Murderer 
R.R. and the Devil, and the Ranters, and all ſuch murderous 
ſpirits, as ſeek toſlay the Innocent, and to crucite the Inno- 
cency and Righteouſneſs of the Son of God, which R.R. hath 
ſou ke to do in others as he hath in himſelf, according to his 
do&rine in p. 24. 

And now we muſt a little look backto an Accuſation oof R. F. 
inhis Preface againſt us, where he. accuſeth us, That our Glo- 
ry is the abborrancy of certain outwardForms and Ceremonies, 
introduced ( as he ſaith ) of old by wiſer men then our 
ſelves, to wit, the Elders and Teachers of the People, for a 
Manuducion toy the holy Underſtanding of the Heavenly 
things, whereby (be ſaith) ' Chriſtianity was upheld in great 
Unity and glory for many hundred years, till rhere was a ſtrife 
about them, &c. | 

Anſw. Now ſeeing that R. B. hath thus juſtified thoſe out- 
ward Forms and Ceremonies, which wedeny and abbor, with- 
out exception, or declaring what they are, and counts them a 
Manuduction to the holy Underſtanding, and thoſe things 
whereby Chriſtianity was upheld ; tis therefore needful that we 
ſhould hint what outward Forms, and what Ceremonies they 
are that we abbor, That they are ſuch as are Superſtitious and 
Idolatrous , ſuch as .contraey to the Form of Godlineſs. 
Chriſtianity, and ſound Docrine, were invented and impoſec 
in the Night of Apoſtacy, as Popiſh Idolatry bowing to Ima- 
ges, their Doctrine, Tranſubftantiation, adoring a Piece of 
Bread, or their Sacrament, or Euchariſt (ſo called) as being 
Chriſt the Lamb of God, &c. though but a Chriſt of their 
own making, ſuch Idolatrous and Heatheniſh PraRtiſes, and 
whatſoever Forms or Ceremonies are brought in the Apoſtacy, 
among pretended Chriſtians, which are upheld or impoſed ei- 
ther by Papiſts or others, contrary to the Example and DoGtrine 
of Chriſt, and his Apoſtles, and contrary to the Diſpenſation 
of the Goſpel Power of Wo theſe and all ſuch Forms. 
Ceremonies, and Practiſes do We deny and aÞbhor, however this 
CG R.Z 
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R.'B. courits thoſe:outward Forms and Ceremonies which we 
adhbor as a-manuduction to the holy Underſtanding, &e, (with- 
out making diſtintion;which) ſee how exactly herein he hath 
ated the part of a Ranter ; for the Ranters uſed to ſay, they 
own all-Forms, Wayes, or Religions to be as ſo-many ſteps 
and degrees towards Heaven, not — any diſtin&tion be- 
eween-Truth and: Error, true worſhip and falſe, nor between 
the true ſpirit and the falſe, but ſay, thatall are ated by one 
Power ; but the lying ſpirit doth a& them to be ſure, and the 
Devil hath made Fools of R. R, and R. B. and the Ranters , 
but the Power of the Lord and his living Truth is ſet, and 
ſtands over all their heads, and his Seed —_ over their wick- 
edneſs; and that wicked ſpirit in Rich, who after he hath ven- 
tedand ſhewed bis Malice, and Envy, and Bloodthirſty ſpirit, 
often uſeth that exprefſion in the Revelation, HALLELU- 
= H, but we know that ſpirit that tempted Ze and Chriſt, 

ut Chriſt has bruiſed his head, and the pit he muſt go down 
into from whence he came , Lucifer is fallen, let R. R. read.
